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Washing the water which St. Leouls-

The municipal laundry In which the 
city’s dally supply of 70,000,000 gallons 
is cleaned and whitened—the technical 
terms would be purified and clarified 
—is now in operation. Of course, Wa- 
ter Commissioner Adkins deesn’t call 
the new plant a laundry. Officially, it 
is known as the coagulating plant, but 
its function is to remove the filth and 
discoleration from the water, just as 
it is the laundry’s business to cleanse 
one’s garments. 

The coagulating plant has provoked 
much interest among engineers and mu- 
nicipal officials who have te deal with 
the question of pure water. Already 
it is recognized that 8t. Louis has 
solved a preblem for which there was 
thought te be no solution. The methed 
by which this success was accomplish- 
ed is unique. 

Old Taste Remembered. 

Those who drank the water that camo 
from the mains in 8t. Louis before 
March 22, 1904, will remember hew it 
looked and tasted. Whe World's Fair 
would have been almost in vain, if 
visitors had been compelled to swallew 
the mixture that St. Louisans were ac- 
customed to quaff before clarificatien 
and purification were achieved. 

In the last year there has been re- 
moved from the settling basins at the 
Chain ef Rocks and Bissell’s Point, a 
total of 139,800 cubic yards of mud and 
slime. Formerly 80 per cent of that vast 
amount of silt found its way into the 
water that was consumed by the city’s 
inhabitants. 

That quantity of mud would fill 6354 
freight cars of a capacity of 60,000 
pounds each, and if they had te be 
they would make 
“2 trains of 30 cars each. Moulded into 
a cube, this tonnage of silt would be 
197.8 feet in every dimension, and would 
have a cubic contents greater than that 
of the City Hall. 

To get this matter out of the water 
was the purpose of the coagulating 
plant. The chemical process which is 
employed, was adopted by Water Com- 
missioner Adkins, from Quincy, IIl., but 
has been greatly perfected by him and 
his engineers. 

Experiment Five Years. 

The plant in which the chemical ad- 
mixture is prepared is the product of 
five years of investigation and experi- 
mentation by Water Commissioner Ad- 
kins, Arthur I. Jacobs, in charge of the 
Chain of Rocks; Assistant Water Com- 
missioner E. E. Wall and Engineer Wil- 
liam EB. Rolfe. Their joint labors have 
been so successful that St. Louis is the 
only city which has a plant ef the kind. 
Other cities are already considering the 
establishment of coagulating systems 
like that here. 

The building in which the lime and 
fron that together clarify and purify 
the city’s water is 40 feet wide, 120 
feet long and 60 feet tall. The whole 
structure was fashioned of reinforced 
concrete, and has three floors and a 
basement. 

At each end of the bullding there are 
four circular bins, having an individual 
capacity of 350 tons. In these ure 
stored the lime and ferrous sulphate. 

When the cars of lime are received 
at the Chain of Rocks, their contents 
are shoveled into a chute. This con- 
veys the lime te the crushers, which re- 
duces it to dust. The sulphate of tron 
is unloaded by pewer shovels. Once 
on conveyers the lime and iron are de- 
livered to elevaters that hoist them to 
the bins. 

Automatic Feeders Used. 

Automatic devices feed the lime and 
iron in proper quantities to the mixing 
tanks. This propertion varies accord-

cept in rare instances, none of the sul- 
phate of iron or lime is contained itn the 
water which is consumed from the 
mains. These coagulants are precipitat- 
ed, and are later removed with the silt 
when the basins are cleaned. One of 
the effects of the treatment of the water 
with these chemical constituents is to 
soften it. 

What is of more importance than. the 
clarification of the water is the re- 
moval of bacteria. In former years, but 
from 10 te 15 per cent of these organ- 
isms were taken from the water. Now 
an average of 96 per cent is removed. 
As the bacteria encountered in the wa- 
ter pumped from the river includes 
germs of typhoid fever, the reduction in 
the mortality from that disease is re- 
garded as mere than ample compensa- 
tion for the cost ef operating the new 
plant. 

In a cubic centimeter of water in the 
river there are from 100,000 to 200,000 of 





these germs. They find lodgment in the 
matter held in suspense, and when that 
is precipitated by the process of coag- 
eta aed too, are carried to the bet- 


tom of the basins, to be afterwards re- 
moved and destroyed. 

The present method of clearing and 
cleaning the city’s water saved the ex- 
pense either of rebuilding the present 
works so as to permit filtration by an- 
other and more costly process or of 
seeking a new source ef supply. The 
former plan would have taken §2,000,000, 
with annual charges of $200,000. The 
other alternative—that of tapping thc 
Meramec River—would have required 
an outlay of $30,000,000, 

The capacity of the present plant is 
equal to the task of treating a pump- 
age of 160,000,000 gallons a day, or nearly 
three times the average daily consump- 
tion during the summer. It is expected 
to meet all demands for the next 10 
years and maybe further augmented 
by a relatively inconsiderable expendi- 
ture. 

In many respects the coagulating plan! 
approximates the work of a laundry.

A national collection of pictures rep- 
resentative of American: genius, is the 
summer attraction at the City Museum 
in Forest Park. The national genius in 
painting finds public expression chiefly 
in the current exhibitions, in the im- 
portant art museum cities, and custo- 
marily is shown at the Forest Park 
Museum each year in a series of annual 
and special exhibitions devoted to its 
various phases. The annual exhibition 
now on view is of American water 
colors, and presents 139 ‘pictures by 102 
artists, including landscapes, figures 
composition,-story telling pictures, work 
of purely decorative impulse and illus- 

trations. 





is of variety within a whe range of 
subjects and method, but with the har- 
monic gradations which commonly dis- 
tinguish such an American exhibition 
from, for example, a collection by the 
secessionists. 

The diversity extends from the sub- 
jects to the methods of painting, with 
very characteristic modifications of ef- 
fect, and Mlearly expressed individual 
standpoints almost as numerous as the 
artists represented. 


xcept where the artist is quite young, 
it is seldom that the influence is very 
obvious of the personalities of the mas- 
ters under whose tutelage a knowledge 
of technique has been acquired. In 
some cases this may be because the 
tutelage has not been thorough enough 
to implant any: very definite trend; in 
other cases, the individuality of the 
pupil seems to cry for utterance almost 
before the means of expression have 
been provided. 

The present collection, we are inform- 
ed, was selected from Hastern exhibi- 
tions and from the studios of various 
artists, so that they represent what may 
be considered the best part of the work 
of the water color societies of the year. 
As the spring exhibition of the Amer- 
ican Water Séciety alone contained 5698 
numbers, the field left for selection was 
ample. There is excellent out-door feel- 
ing in the pictures by George Wharton 
Edwards, F. K. M. Rehn, Edward Pott- 
hast, Chauncey F. Ryder, Roswell! 
Shurtleff, Edward Dufner, Charles P. 
Gruppe, J. C. Nicoll, Fidelia Bridgegs 
and others. 

Atmospheric conditions are finely in- 
terpreted in these pictures, and in work 
by Miss Blanche Dfilaye, Charles War- 
ren EKaton, E. M. Bicknell, Albert Felix 
Schmitt and Walter Douglas. Mr. 
Schmitt’s picture, “The Song of the 
Pines,’’ renders the sunlight powerfully. 
Miss Dillaye’s ‘‘Flieeting Shadows,’’ 
which hangs near it, presents the soft 
lighting of the moon in a village street 
under a blue aky. Mr. Shurtleff’s 
“‘Mountain Top” is clearer in color than 
his recent wood interiors in oil, which 
it somewhat resembles in composition, 
and is pleasingly composed. 

A Geer furtively peering from the 
woods emphasizes. the feeling of the 
wilderness. Especially fine are F. K. 
M. Rehn’s marine, “Surf at Low Tide,” 
and Edward Dufner’s two pictures, 
“Summer Morning’’ and “September 
Afternoon.” The former seems to have 
all the clarity and freshness that wa- 
ter color so eminently affords; in the 
latter one is impressed' more with the 
vibrant qualities of the light that 
makes the picture. 

Women among the exhibitors are less 
numeroug than is usually expected in a 
water-color show. But, in addition to 
examples already mentioned, there is 
the work of Miss Hilda Belcher, Mrs.

Cars made in St. Louis are sold 
in England, France, Germany, Aus- 
tralia, Portugal, Chile, Brazil and 
Peru. 

The largest car works in the 
world is in St. Louis. It covers 
4 acres, hag 22 buildings and can 
manufacture 3000 cars, worth §$8,- 
000,000 per year. 

The two principal concerns in the 
city employ 38000 hands and have 
pay rolls aggregating $2,500,000 per 
year. They manufacture every- 
thing that goes into the cars ex~- 
cept the motors ard controllers, 

















Miles of track are laid in these great 
departments as the cars are built on 
rails, and kept there, until they are 
ready to be loaded on flatcars and 
shipped to their destination. The com- 
pany maintains a terminal railway sys- 
tem of its own to ship the cars to the 
main lines and get in its supplies, and 
uses its own electric engines and filat- 
cars in the operation of this road. 

St. Louis Has Long Led, 

This city has played not only a cen- 
spicuous part in the development of 
the modern car, but has done more 
than any other American city in the 
discovery and exploitation of improved 
methods of conducting the street rail- 
way business. Back in the early ’80’s 
St. Louls went extensively into the 
building of expensive cable lines, while 
the other big cities were feeling their 
way carefully, experimenting on a com- 
paratively small scale. 

In. the electric stage the same com- 
panies which built the immense cable 
lines cast aside the old and went at 
once to the new order of things. This 
meant the rebuilding of the lines and 
an entirely new system of cars. When 
the Transit company absorbed the St. 
Louls lines, they were up to date and 
far ahead of the systems in the other 
larger cities.

Small Cars Used in Europe.

The narrow, winding streets 
and sharp curves are not adapted te 
the eperation of such cars as are seen 
on Olive street, Washington avenue and 
on the interurban lines. 

About the oddest leoking car turned 
out ef the St. Louis market is the 
deuble-deck affair manufactured en an 
order from Dublin, Ireland. This coach 
has winding stairways at either end, 
leading to the top deck, and it stands 
to reason that the passengers must be 
more than erdinarily sober to ascend 
and descend without getting hurt.

The Laclede company 
emerged as an offshoot from the 
Brownell-Wight establishment. The 
forces in the new company were James 
P. Kiely, Thomas F. Colfer and Wil- 
liam Sutten, and from this organiation 
sprang the St. Louis Car Co., organized 
by William Leffman. 

The Laclede plant and business was 
later acquired | by James H. Kobusch, 
father of George J. Kobusch, now presi- 
dent of the St. Louls company. The 
American Car Co. came next. It was 
organized by William Sutton, William 
Alexander and Papin & Tontrup. This 
company later acquired the Brownell- 
Wright company, and is now operating a 
plant covering some five acres at Old 
Manchester road and Tower Grove ave- 
nue. 

When the St. Louis concern acquired 
the works of the Laclede, it busied 
itself with plans to erect the largest 
plant in the world for thig line of man-

Asylum Team Growing Ex- 
pert and Likely to Win 
Many Contests, 


KEEPING ALLEYS. BUSY 


Women Attendants in Charge 
of Male Patients at 
Institution. 


Patients at the Insane Asylum will 
have two bowling teams in the City 
League next winter. And they are be- 
coming so expert that there is every 
likelihood ef their winning all the tre- 
phies. 

Dr. H. 8S. Atkinson, superintendent of 
the asylum, in his annual repert te the 
Mayor, makes an extensive reference 
to the bowling alleys that have been es- 
tablished in the institution, and to the 
expertness ef the patients. He says 
he is preparing to have two teams ready 
to join the City League, so the bewlers 
may have the advantage ef eutings 
they will get by meeting other players. 

Keep Alleys Busy. 

Since their installation the alleys have 
been in use every arternoon and every 
evening until 10 e’clock. Some of the 
patients have spent so many hours at 
the game that they are almest as skill- 
ful as ‘“‘Loole,’”’ whese feats are pic- 
tured in the Post-Dispatch. 

While the male patients bowl, the 
women and girls amuse themselves with 
boxball and other athletic games that 
give them relief from sewing and mu- 
sic, which heretefere were their princl- 
pal means ef diversion. 

Se successful has been Dr. Atkins’ 
experiment with women attendants fer 
male patients, that ne now recommends 
their employment in preference te men, 
in all except violent cases. 

Women Attendants,’ 

Already, 181 male patients are con- 
stantly in charge of women. These men 
visit the parks, go on excursions in the 
neighborheed of the asylum, and take 
their recreation with the women attend- 
ants as their escort. 

It has been found, Dr. Atkins says, 
that the male patients are more tract- 
able in the care of women than when 
in charge of men, and frequently ene 
woman leaves the asylum with 7 of 
them in her keeping. 

The nursing of the sick and the house- 
keeping also have been greatly im- 
proved, Dr. Atkins says, by the substi- 
tutien of women for men as attendants. 

Moving pictures have proved of im- 
mense benefit, according to Dr. Atkins, 
in supplying interest and amusement for 
many patients, who showed no liking 
for other diversions. Some of his 
charges, who could not be areused from 
a condition of indifference and lethargy, 
seldom fail te attend the biograph ex- 
hibitions. 


Employes Are Efficient, 
Dr. Atkins has entirely abandened the 


former practice of appointing employcs 
on the rocommendatien ef politicians. 
He now advertises for employes and re. 
quires them to undergo an educationa! 
examination. This system, he says, 
has raised the standard of efficienc; 
in all departments. 

The tetal number of patients under 
treatment at the asylum during the 12 
months ending April 1, was 1033. The 
average daily population was 643, of 
whem 272 were wemen and ‘girls, and 
877 men and boys. In the course of the 
year, 210 men and 174 women were ad- 
mitted for treatment. 

Low Death Rate. 

In the same twelve months 95 men and 
Tl women were discharged, and 70 pa- 
tients died. The death rate was 6 4-5 
per cent of the total under treatment. 

The expenses of the asylum for the 
year were $113,656.72, an increase of 
$5254.82 ever those of the previous 12 
months. The maintenance of each pa- 
tient at the asylum cost $165.36 for the 
year, or 45 3-10 cents each per day. 

In his report Dr. Atkins compliments 
Dr. George A. Johns, assistant superin- 
tendent, for original investigations into 
the nature and treatment of paresis.

WAGONER, Ok., July 10.—In the sul 
of the negro councilmen and schoo! 
trustees elect, who were ousted by the 
City Council in April, Judge John King 
of the District Court has granted an 
order restraining the County Clerk 
from omitting from the tax rolls of 
the city of Wagoner that part of the 
First Ward which was cut off by the 
action of the Council. This order, if 
confirmed, will have the effect of dc 
claring invalid and fllegal the amputa- 
tion of the negro ward by the Coun- 
cil, and will give the negro officers- 
elect the right to be seated in the re- 
spective bodies for which they were 
chosen, 

A large part of the First Ward was 
cut off from the city by ordinance, fol- 
lowing the April municipal election, at 
which that ward elected two colered 
men each to the Council and the School 
Board. It was predicted that violence 
would result if they attempted to take 
their seats, and relief was general when 
this means of shutting them eut was 
adopted. 

In the suit to bring the matter to a 
test before the courts, the plaintiffs are 
represented by three leading Republicar. 
lawyers. 

The case will doubtless go to the Su. 
preme Court for final adjudication.

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PETROLEUM BUTTER. 

Petroleum butter is to be a Standard Oil prod- 
uct. With a gift of $10,000,000 for education and 
an increase in the price of oil, the announcement 
of it came as a birthday gift from John D. Rocke- 


From petroleum we get axle grease and phenace- 
tine, dyestuffs and monopoly, vaseline and phi- 
lanthropy, benzine, kerosene, gasoline, billion- 
aires, restraint of trade, pipe lines, tank cars, 
tank ships, tank wagons, Sunday schools, sermons 
and commercial precedents. So why not butter? 

Chemists toil upward through the night to 
new if not better things. We have so many 
synthetic products that Dr. Wiley’s dinner, in 
which everything from the preliminary cocktail to 
the sequential hock was from the laboratory, at- 
tracted only passing attention. Twenty-year-old 
whisky is made in 20 hours by bringing into 
partnership explosives and ingenuity. Flavoring 
extracts from wintergreen to lemon are made 
without the intervention of any of the fruits from 
which they take their name. Ketchup {is made 
largely of boracic acid and alum is the chief com- 
lponent of plum preserves. Next to materializing 
butter out of thin air or producing it in vary- 
ing hues of unnatural pink or natural white from 
packing house fats, petroleum will serve as a 
splendid base. 

The real butter we get is an uncertain quan- 
tity anyway and oleomargarine a false substitute 
of such poverty that it turned the stomachs of a 
farmer-led Congress and was tabooed. Rockefel- 
ler butter, we take it, will be of certain test and 
come under the supervision of the oil inspectors 
instead of the dairy department. In a year the 
people will be strong for petroleum butter. They 
will buy it at a small price—subject to sectional 
advances, according to the necessity of dominat- 
ing the market, and bless Rockefeller for reliev- 
ing them of dependence on the farmer and the 
Packing House Trust. In fact the latest by- 
product of Standard Oil will run slap into the 
best by-product of the Beef Trust and thus com- 
petition will be restored. Some day we expect 
Mr. Rockefeller will interdict the Connecticut hab-+ 
it of making nutmegs of basswood instead of the 
genuine sassafras.

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PENALTIES OF HUMOR. 

Francis W. Cushman of Tacoma, who died last 
Tuesday, was the humorist of the National House 
of Representatives, but a discreet humorist. He 
suppressed his natura] inclinations for funny say- 
ings with a wisdom which attested rare power 
of perception. Undoubtedly it cost him much 
thinking and planning. He was the type of man 
men consider humorous, Tall, angular, homely 
and smart, his humor was given a setting which 
added to its natural worth the element of sur- 
prise. Mr. Cushman had been water boy to a 
railroad section gang, a ranch laborer in Wyom- 
ing, a cowboy and a lumber jack before he be- 
came a lawyer. 

In his varied occupations he had picked up a 
vast amount of earthy information which he 
used aptly to {llustrate his statesmanly utterances 
and, of course, with telling effect. But he had 
also learned that in public life humor penalizes 
ambition and the turgid statesman of solemn 
mien and ponderous speech progresses while his 
witty rival stands still. The humorist will fill 
the galleries while dignified mediocrity gets the 
appointments, 

There were examples to whom Mr. Cushman 
could have turned for guidance. 

Proctor Knott, a man of fine natural gifts *and 
wonderful attainments, was the victim of one 
humorous speech. He was of scholarly mind, 
given to deep study of constitutional law and had 
all the instincts of a statesman. His humor, 
rich as it was,.was an incident, a by-product. In 
an evil hour he yielded to the pressure of cir- 
cumstances and made a humorous speech. It was 
his undoing. Henceforth announcement that 
Proctor Knott would speak filled the galleries. 
His deepest philosophy was laughed at as ex- 
cruciating humor or he was scorned as having 
won a false reputation as a fun maker. 

It took “Sunset” Cox years to live down a single

pe j glowing speech. Ben Franklin's humor brought 


feller to the world. Why not petroleum butter? 
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speech. 

Cushman discovered his error quickly and while 
one speech on adversity came back to plague him 
frequently, he curbed himself effectually and be- 
came an influential member of the House. Ob- 
viously statesmen should build themselves a se- 
cure reputation for stupidity or profundity before 
giving their humerous fancy play. Being rated 
as obtuse they may be as brilliant as they please 
and it does them no harm. Ranked with the sol- 
emn asses they may be as indiscreet as they will. 
But once a reputation for humor is established 
their influence wins nothing more than a Jaughb. 
“Bob” Taylor of Tennessee had a great audience 
in the Senate recently, but only because it was 
expected he would say amusing things. “The 
sovereign people,” he said, “will soon wake from 
their iridescent dream of revision downward to 
find the same old yulture of protection rising far 
above the Dingley minimum and soaring to the 
blue cerulean of the Aldrich maximum, with the 
American consumer by the seat of his pantaloons 
in his talons.” 

Republican senators laughed themselves sick 
over it, but it was only a quaint phrasing of a 
profound truth. 
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Omaha bald heads have formed a “hatless club,” 
indorsing the theory ~hat men grow bald only 
under their hats and théftefore the hat is the 
cause of baldness, instead of yielding to the 
sweet illusion that baldness is given to some 
that others may test the limits of human confi- 
dence and hope in bottled promises.

IS ENGLAND DECADENT IN SPORTS? 

England is bewailing her decadenc. in sports. 
An American team has just won the British polo 
championship. The supremacy in cricket has gone 
to Australia, the swimming victors were Ger- 
mans, two other contests went to America and 
South Africa and Belgians won the grand chal- 
lenge cup at the Henley boat races. 

There is a succession of defcats in this list, it 
is true, but candor will searr 1 it in vain for signs 
of athletic decadence. England seems to be 
generally the favorite against the fleld in the 
variety of games. Any nation which develops 
a freakishly proficient individual performer or 
team at once sends him or it off to England to 
contest for supremacy. 

The Germans, always devotees of swimming, 
search Ergland for contests. Australia, having 
got together a cricket team of stars, seeks glory 
in defeating such players as England, at the in- 
stant, may muster. America develops an unusual 
crew of oarsmen and England becomes an im- 
mediate rival. Belgium has been victorious at 
Henley before and gained a fame which was great 
only because the English were the defeated. It 
is so in nearly every contest—great applause for 
the victory over the British and : ono if the ex- 
pected happen and the British win. , 

We have no purpose to belittle these particular 
victories or performances, but exept in baseball 
there is scarcely a branch of sport in which the 
English do not so far excel ihat they are always 
competitors for the first position. Love of out- 
door sports of all kinds is inherent in English- 
men. They have little recourse to that rigorous 
training which distirguishes the amateurs of 
other nations. They are good losers, generous 
opponents, and capable performers. They win 
oftener than they lose. How absurd it is to speak 
of their decadence when they are able to furnish 
at any moment a worthy opponent for the best 
the whole world has produced! : 
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Cuba bought rifles for her army in Germany, so 
that in case of war with the United States she 
could get ammunition. Cuba has queer ideas’ of 


what a spanking is. 
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BOOKS AS CAPITAL. 

From Missouri southward to the gulf there are 
fewer public libraries in proportion to population 
than in the Northwestern States or on the Pacific 
coast. The number of public libraries is increas- 
ing fast, but the number of the best books owned 
to the hundred of population is probably as great 
now in the South as it is in any part of the 
United States or Europe. 

When John Morse Ordway died on July 4, the 
library he left at his home in New Orleans is 
described as “one of the best private libraries in 
the United States.” From the collection of thou- 
sands of volumes such as he needed for reference 
in his work as specialist, the “best private li- 
brary” at the South ranges down in numbers to 
the “six feet of the best books,” some of which 
may have been moving Westward from genera- 
tion to generation and from state te state since 
Queen Anne’s time. 

Not many of the best books are needed for cap- 
italizing the best mind for its best work, until it 
reaches the point where special research may 
call for books by the hundred, whether they are 
best or not. Whether the number of volumes be 
few or many, this idea of books is that they are 
capital, to be owned by those who use them as 
they own and use their own ground and their 
own tools in working it. The young man who 
is governed by this idea begins buying his own 
books to capitalize his own mind and goes on 
buying them as they are needed to capitalize 
the mind of his family. 

Whether the final result is a few shelves or 
such a collection as that left by Prof. Ordway, 
the idea in it is of the best possible use of books, 
as they belong to those who own and use them 
in making up their own minds for their own best 


work,

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ITALIANS “BACK TO THE LAND.” 
From the New York World. 

An experiment in domestic colonization of direct 
interest to the South, and of possible benefit to the 
North in the ultimate hope ft holds out of relief 
from urban coggestion, is under way at St, Helena, 
N. C., where through the efforts of a Wilmington 
banker a farm colony of Italians has been established. 

The colony is on a strip of coast land and now 
comprises 260 Italians, who are engaged in raising 
garden truck for the New York market. Free seeds 
and fertilizer, a mule and a shanty are provided for 
the colonists as an incentive to remain. The in- 
ducement of a prize of $10 for every child born in 
the colony is held out to settlers. If the experiment 
proves satisfactory, colonies of Germans, Hollanders 
and Poles will be located in North Carolina, 

Italians in the United States have mostly been town 
Gwellers. Of the 292,800 male Italians in specified oc- 
cupations in this country in 1900 only 18,24, or a trifle 
more than 6 per cent, were in agricultural pursuits. 
Recently, however, as respects this locality, Italians 
have evidenced a disposition to leave the tenements 
and settle on the outskirts of the metropolitan area, 
where they engage in truck farming or in small 
merchandising. A centrifugal movement of Italian 
population away from the congested centers is ap- 


parently in progress, the result of which is certain j, 


to be beneficial. An increased number of Italians 
may now be found in the suburbs in individual 
dwellings.

AN ENGLISH G, A. R. POST. 
From the New York World. 

At the petition of twenty residents of Oldham in 
Lancashire, Joseph BE. Ewell, Department Cemmander 
of the Grand Army of the Republic for this State, 
will shortly erganize a post there. It will be not 
only the first G. A. R. post in England but in Burope 
Of the six posts outside the United States at the 
present time four are in Canada, one in Honolulu 
and ene in Peru. 

There is room for a number of G. A. R. posts in 
several of the leading countries of Burepe. Accord- 
ing to the official figures for 1908, 370 pensioners were 
living in England, 461 in Ireland, 923 in Scotland and 
10 in Wales, a total of 82 for the United Kingdem. 
Oldham, where the new post is te be instituted, 
represents only a small group. 

In Germany there are 581 pensioners on the rolls, 
in France 59, in Italy 41, In Denmark % in Switzer- 
land 60, in Norway 68, in Sweden 67 and in Austria- 
Hungary 34. BHven so far away as Australia there 
are 74 Peru, where one of the six foreign posts 
exists, shows only 8 pensioners,

“You know that in Mbrary building, as in house 
building, there is always considerable cenflict be- 
tween the architect and the prospective eccupant 
of the building. The architect has an eye almost 
solely for the general effect. To him, the one ob- 
ject is to attain beauty of outline, and if the aver- 
age architect is allowed his way, he is very apt to 
entirely overlook such an impertant feature as 
utility.

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Bt. Loutse Has a Form 
of “Traveling Idbrary” | 
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“The traveling library idea ig not new ner is it 
an experiment. It was in force in Scotland 150 years 
ago, and we have developed it as much as pessible 
here in New York. It is in effect in St. Louis under 
the name of deposit collections. In all countries 
library commissions are sending collections of Vooks 
to rural districts, and in cities they are sent te the 
schools, The New York Public Library circulates 
in this way through schools, organizations of one 
sort er another, and in many cases through if- 
dividuals, about a million velumes a year. The 
Brooklyn library in the same way circulates about 
a half million. 

‘The New York Public Library is open to resi- 
Gents of Manhattan, Richmend and The Bronx, with 
@ pepulation of two and a half to three millien 
persons. We have many branch libraries, and.I ex- 
pect te open two new branches in New York before 
going to St. Louis. 

“7T think there ought te be one branch library te 

each 60,000 inhabitants. The proportion in St. Louls 
ge not so great as that yet, but I am quite sure 
that when the present plans have matured, St. Louis 
will be as well equipped tn the matter of branch 
Hbraries as any city in the country. 
“My influence will be exerted to the utmost in this 
regard, and I am quite sure that in this I will have 
the fuli-co-operation of the trustees. I am an earnest 
believer in the efficacy of branch Ibraries, but a@l- 
ways with a large, central library, which can keep 
perfect control of the branches, to the end that the 
best results may be achieved. 

“This is ene of the features of American library 
work which our English cousing regard as @ fad. 
They stick to the old idea that the entire Mbrary 
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stantly keep the people reminded that the Hbrary 
is at hand fer the use of every one, and to make 
it as convenient as possible for the people to take 
advantage ef its shelves.

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“I don’t like the word ‘advertise’ in connectien 
with library work, and yet that is the idea that 
should be, followed. The scope ef the library and 
its movements should have general publicity, to the 
end that the people should feel that, in taking beoks 
frem the library they are not soliciting favors, but 
that they are really granting a favor by co-operating 
with those who wish to extend the influence of 
literature.” 


Juvenile reading has always held a good deal ef 
the attention ef Mr. Bostwick, which seems a little 
surprising, when it is remembered that all his liter- 
ary work, prior to becoming a librarian, was ef @ 
scientific nature, As associate editor of the Standard 
Dictionary, the office expert on definitions ef scien- 
tific words, as the assistant editor of The Forum, 
and as @ newspaper writer of scientific articles for 
the reading of men without a technical knowledge 
of the subject treated, it would hardly seem that 
Mr. Bostwick’s mind would extend te juventile liter- 
ature. Yet that is a subject to which he has given 
particular attention, 


He holds to what is called the conservative idea 
which keeps on the shelves the works of such writers 
as “Oliver Optic’ (William T. Adams), Horatio 
Alger, “Harry Castlemon” and Martha Finley. The 
experience of the New York Library, says Mr. Bost- 
wick, is that these books do good, rather than harm. 


“Optic and Alger,” he says, “have positive virtues. 
Optic manages to work a vast amount of informa- 
tion into his stories, despite the unreality of his in- 
cidents,:and both he and Alger extol the simple 
virtues, bonesty, industry, manliness. 


“None of these disputed writers is sent into the 
scheols. In the traveling Mbrary department, which 
controls the works sent to the schoels, we use the 
books of Miss Alcott, James Otis, Mrs. Burnett, 
Elizabeth Stuart Phelps, G. A. Henry, J. T. Trew- 
bridge, Kirk Munroe and Ralph Barber.

“But,” he adds, “I de not, like many librarians, 
assume from this that people who live in the nicer 
sections, and are presumably better educated, have 
net as great an interest in serious aaa tepen' ag those 
net so well situated. 


“My theory is that the people who patronize the 
West Side branches patronize it only for lighter 
reading, and when they wish a more serious book,

An Olive street project contemplates 
an arcade for the Century Syndicate 
Trust Building, at Ninth and Tenth 
and Olive streets, extending from Ninth 
to Tenth streets, and Olive to Locust 
streets, It will involve the elimination 
ef the Century Theater, which will 
probably be provided for in the new 
large building to be erected by W. K. 
Mixby at the southwest corner of 
Twelfth and Olive streets. 

With the arcade already formed by 
the corridor of the Century Building, 
the plan will be feasible at compara- 
tively nominal cost. 

It is proposed to subdivide the ground 
floor of ‘the Century Building into 
Stores~for specialists, retaining the up- 
per stories as offices. It {s understood 
that several Broadway concerns, includ- 
ing L. E. Green, the Swope Shoe Co. 
and Steinberg & Co., are dickering for 
space in the building. 

The arcade idea has been conceived 
with a view of enlivening this center. 

A Turkish bath hotel will occupy the 
Gill Building, at the southwest corner 
of Broadway and St. Charles, the base- 
ment to be occupied by baths and the 
upper floors by the hotel. 

Whatever effect the removal of sev- 
eral big concerns from Broadway may 
have had on that thoroughfare, it ob- 
viously worked no depreciation in the 
rental power of Washington avenue at 
that point, recent events, on the con- 
trary, showing a remarkable increase 
of earning capacity and indicating that 
in the eyes of retailers it has no peer.

8S: H. Knox & Co., who conduct a 10- 
cent.store in the building adjoining the 
corner, at 610 Washington avenue, were 
the latest to feel the effect of the big 
beost In rents. Their lease, which was 
made 10 years ago, at the rate of $10,000 
per annum, was renewed last week 
at three and one-half times the 
i former rent, namely, $35,000. The lease 
runs for a term of 20 years, before the 
expiration of which the owners will 
have received in rent many times 
the original cost of the property and 
stil] have a valuabre holding. 

Movement in Lucas Avenue. 

A movement in Lucas avenue was 
presaged during the week by a saie 
by the Mercantile Trust Co. of proper- 
ty at the northwest corner of Seventh 
street and Lucas dvenue, and a de- 
cided inquiry for heldings in this com- 
mercial street.

A car of Elberta peaches, grown in 
Arkansas, was sold in St. Louis yester- 
day for the record price of $1375. The 
peaches were grown at Highland, Ark.,

Louis Bar Association when he was a 
candidate ‘for the primary nomination 
last fall, is said to be against the wishes 
and advice of Jeptha D. Howe, the Re- 
publican boss. 

Howe Suggested Two. 

Howe first asked Gov. Hadley to ap- 
point Harry Blodgett, now United States 
District Attorney, later urged the ap- 
pointment of his broher, Alphonse Howe. 
Hadley turned Howe down on both 
suggestions. Howe has not been for 
Homer at any time. 

Homer was a candidate for the Re- 
publican nomination for Circuit Judge 
at the primaries in August last year. 
He was originally on the city committee 
slate, but the day before the primary 
Howe switched him for George E. 
Smith. Eugene McQuillin broke the 
Howe slate and won the nomination and 
was elected. 

Mr. Homer has an office in the Com- 
monwealth Trust Building, and lives 
at 4409 Morgan street. He is a leading 
member of Pilgrim Congregational 
Church, which includes Circuit Judges 
Fisher and Williams in its membership. 

Judge Reynolds tendered his resigna- 
tien to Gov. Hadley in the latter part 
of May, to form a law partnership 

ith Thomas B. Harlan. There was an 
immediate scramble among lawyers and 
politicians. Howe, ostensibly retired 
from politics, brought all the pressure 
he could to bear upon the Governor. 
The Republican City Committee, as a 
bedy, refused to make any recommenda- 
tion, taking the view that it would be 
improper to take such action regard- 
ing a judicial appointment.

MORE TOWNS SUFFER 


Cedar City and McBaine, on 
Missouri River, Are 


Inundated. 


JEFFERSON CITY, July 10.—The Mis- 
souri River, rising 30 inches in 24 hours, 
has overflowed into the lowlands and 


at 9 e’clock tonight was backing into 
residences in the lower part of town. 
The 300 residents of Cedar City, across 
the river from Jefferson City, have been 
forced to flee to this city. The Mis- 
sourl, Kansas and Texas is detouring 
its trains from Sedalia over the Mis- 
sourl Pacific. 
Hadley Offers Militia. 

Gov. Hadley this afternoon sent tele- 
grams to the mayors of towns and 
cities in the flood district as follows: 

Do you need military protection 
for property in flooded districts, or 
further assistance in shelter, cloth- 
ing or provisions? 

HERBERT 8. HADLEY. 

In case it appears that relief is nec- 
essary, the Governor said he would ask 
contributions from the people of the 
State. Supplies of food, he said, would 
be sent to him or to the mayor or sgher- 
ivf in the flood districts. Contributions 
# money, he said, should be eent to 
him direct at Jefferson City. The mon- 
ey would be used for the purchase of 
food, and the Natonal Guard would 
have charge of the distribution of it. 

Adjutant General Rumbold has ad- 
vised the military companies nearest to 
the flood centers to hold themseives in 
readiness for calls to immediate service 
in behalf of the sufferers. 

Rumbold has informed the Governor 
that permission can be obtained from 
the Government to use tents now in po4 
session of the military of the State, and 
that clothing condemned by the Gov- 
ernment as obsolete may be given 
away to those sufferers who had to 
leave their clothing behind in _ their 
flight from the advancing waters. 





Kansas City Trains Detoured, 

KANSAS CITY, Mo., July 10.—Chicago 
trains which had been held here all day 
following the inundation of the Chicago 
& Alton tracks near Glasgow, Mo., left 
here at 6 e’clock this evening, being 
routed through St. Louls. The Santa 
Fe, which has no St. Leuis line, will 
run its Kansas City-Chicago trains to 
St. Louis over the Missouri Pacific 
tracks, and from 8st. Louls to Jeliet, 
Ill., will use the Chicago & Alton tracks. 

For several days Chicage trains on 
various roads have been run over the 
Alten’s tracks, but a rise in the Mis- 
sourl River a hundred miles east of 
here today severed the last direct reute 
between the two cities. 

In Ottawa, Kan., although the Marais 
des Cygnes has fallen six feet from 
its high point, the residents are appre- 
hensive tonight, reports from farther 
up the stream telling of heavy rain- 
falls and swollen tributaries. 

Emporia, Kan., reports the Neosho 
and Cottonwood rivers almost out of 
their banks, and large property losses 
inevitable 

The Missouri River here has remained 
at a stage of 25.4 all day, but weather 
officials say it will probably be 2% by 
daylight, and a few of the west bottoms 
streets will then be flooded. 





Boone County Crops Damaged. 

COLUMBIA, Mo., July 10.—Residents 
of the Boone Cotnty bottoms were 
forced to flee to the hills for safety this 
afternoon. The Missouri has been ris- 
ing two inches an hour.

TELEGRAPHER IS FREED 


Taken to Chicago and Held 
Five Days Because of 
Police Mistake. 


The deceptiveness of some circum- 
stantial evidence is {illustrated in the 
case of Alex M. Burch, a telegraph oper- 
ator, arrested here as a “wire tapping’ 
‘swindler who had got $400 from a Chi- 
cago man, and held prisoner there five 
days before h2 established his inno- 
cence. 

Burch formerly .was a telegraph oper- 

ator in Chicago. He resigned June 19 to 
come to St. Lous, in order to be near his 
brother, P. B. Burch, who lives here. 
He told the chief operator of the West- 
ern Union tn Chicago he was coming to 
St. Louis, but did not give his address, 
as he did not know where he would stop 
here. He left word to forward his mail 
in care of the Western Union here. 
. Soon after Burch left Chicago, Charles 
Domke of 8444 South Carpenter street, 
a merchant there, complained to the 
police that he had been swindled out of 
$400. He said four telegraph operators 
had wires run into their room, which, 
they said, tapped a wire supplying a 
poolroom with racing information. 

One of these men, Domke declared, 
told him that if he would put up $400 to 
bet on a certain race, the others would 
tap the wire and withhold the name 
of the winner until the bet could be 
placed on it. It was sure money, Dom- 
ke said he was told, and he said he 
gave the money to the operator. He 
heard nothing more from him. There- 
fore he complained. 

Resignation a “Clew.” 

The police got a description from Dom- 
ke of the operator he said had swin- 
dled him. He did not know the name, 
he said. -Inquiries among the Chicago 
“crooks” whom the police thought 
might have “‘framed up” such a scheme 
were fruitless, and ey finally ques- 
tioned the chief operator. of the West- 
ern Union.

Majority to Get Credit, He 
Contends, for Putting Dem- 
ocratic Principles Into Laws.

WASHINGTON, July 10.—Senator 
Stone of Missouri put away his “little 
red book” today, and came to the unani- 
mous agreement that the Republican 
party has not appropriated as many 
Democratic ideas as some of its mem- 
bers have absorbed. 
The Senator's little red book is a 
volume containing all the political plat- 
forms ever written. He studied it hard 
and finally got up in the Senate and 
accused the Republicans of piracy, pla- 
giarism and Bryanism. He pointed to 
the income tax as a strictly orthodox 
Democratic idea which has been pur- 
loined by the Government. 
He read out of his little red book the 
very words which Mr. Bryan wrote 
about the income tax. 
He also showed Mr. Aldrich, much to 
that valiant leader’s discomfiture, that 
a baker’s dozen of what were once 
tried and true, tame, little senatorial 
votes had developed into cantakerous, 
rip-roaring insurgents. 
Today he was discouraged. ‘There 
were a lot of Democratic ideas talked 
in the Senate,” he said, “but few of 
them were appropriated by the majority.

“How many times is this that you've. 
been arrested, Cal?” asked the chief. 

“Only ’bout de fo’th,” said the Rev. 
Calvin. 

The police record shows that Hughes 


missed his guess by 82 points. He i 
years old and is not regularly e yed 
as a pastor—not since the last e his 


congregation in Rush City, a part of 
East St. Louis, had him arrested be- 
cause he took up a collection for which 
no accounting was made. 

Is Itinerant Pastor. 

Every now and then, however, he 
makes an independent “app’intment”’ 
and preaches a sermon—and takes up a 
collection. He has served two or ‘three 
terms in the penitentiary, but as a rule’ 
his arrests are for petty larceny and 
his punishment is a brief term on the 
rock pile.

Ti, an exact replica of Robert Fulton’s 
first steamboat, Clermont, glided grace- 
fully down the-ways at the Mariners’ 
Harbor shipyards, Staten Island, this 
afternoon. The launching of this now 
queerly shaped craft, built by the 
fHiudson-Fulton Celebration Commis- 
sion, may be taken as the first gun, 80 
te speak, in the big celebration that is 
to be held in the fall, commemorating 
the three hundredth anniversary of the 
discovery of the Hudson River and the 
one hundredth anniversary of the first 
Successful navigation by steam. 

The scene at the launching of the sec- 
ond Clermont was vastly different from 
that on Aug. 17, 1807, when multitudes 
lined the banks of the Hudson and 
jJeered at the odd-looking paddle-wheel- 
er, -which was dubbed “‘Fulton’s Folly.”’ 
Today 8000 Americans, among them de- 
scendants of Robert Fulton and Chan- 
cellor Livingston, stood on the wharves 
and cheered as the vessel took the 
water. 

On a high stage at the prow of the 
Clermont was the huge iron bell used 
on the original Clermont to summon 
passengers who lagged and also served 
ag a warning signal. There wag a re- 
ception on board, first, and after an 
invocation by the Rev. Charles Cassidy 
and an address by Gen. Steward L. 
Woodford, president of the celebration 
commission. E. B. Bowler rang the old 
bell, as a signal for the ship to be 
launched e 


Sutcliffe, great spanddaughter of Rob- 
ert Fulton, raised her arm high above 
her head and, as the Clermont II glided 
along, broke on the bow a silver fila- 
gree bottle of water from the old well 
on the Clermont place, en the Hudson, 
where Fulton made his first stop on his 
maiden trip, and where he later won 
his bride, Miss Harriet Livingston. 

When the vessel reaghed. the water 
the Aleen and Wasp, U. 8. navy, gave 
a salute of 16 guns, one salute for ev- 
ery State in the nation at the date of 
the original faunching, and, following 
a Japanese custon’y, a dozen white pig- 
eons were released from the bow. 

The Clermont II, at the celebration 
next fall, will ‘make, under her own 
steam, from a reproduction of the origi- 
nal Fulton engine, the same trip up the 
Hudson undertaken by Fulton, and she 
will be attended by warships of various 
nations,

“american patriotism is egotism.”’ 
“Money is the American god.” 
“New York City is big, but it is not 


great.” . 


As Lochinvar out ef the West comes 
the Right Rev. Charles D. Williams, 
D. E., Episcopal Bishop of Michigan, to 
hurl from the pulpit of St. Barthole- 


mew’s Church an exclusive brand of 
patriotism, of which these utterances 
are the synopsis 

“America is materialistic, individual- 
istic and inhuman,” declared Dr. Wil- 
liams to me today, and then paused, not 
for breath, but for adjectives. 

“Rut we are admittedly patriotic,” I 
protested. ‘‘How, then, can we be so 
basely material?”’ 

American Patriotism Is Egotism. 

“American patriotism,’’ ejaculated the 
Bishop. ‘American patriotism is ego- 
tism. Our motto is too much: ‘Our 
country, may she be in the right; but 
our country right or wrong.’ ”’ 

‘‘and it should be,’’ I suggested. 

“T could not love thee, dear, so much, 
loved I not honor more,” promptly @e- 
plied the Bishop. 

‘‘All that we think of here is money,”’ 
continued Dr. Williams. ‘No other 
country in the world worships money 
the way we do. Our Congress is run 
by the trusts and—Senator Aldrich. The 
poor man has not a chance, We are 
nothing if not material.”’ 

“And yet it is claimed that our wom- 
en are treated with more chivalry by 
their husbands than are the women of 
any other country,” I interjected in a 
plea of sentiment. 

The Bishop did not 
mark. 


answer my re- 


We Are Individualistic. 

‘We abselutely disregard the future 
ef our country as a unit,’ he went on. 
“Tt is each one for himself—individual 
greed and individual gain. It.is possi- 
ble that the differentiated laws of the 
States may have something to do with 
our national attitude, but I am of the 
opinion that it is mere fundamental. 

“We are inhuman,’ and here the 
Bishop’s voice took a deeper tone. ‘‘Not 
another nation holds human life as 
lightly as we do. In Pittsburg last 
year 1000 human bodies were maimed 
or killed by accidents from which they 
should have been guarded. Our laws 
for the protection of human life are 
neither properly made nor properly en- 
forced. 

“On laws pretecting women and chil- 
dren we rank with one ‘other nation. 
That nation is Russia. We sit with 
our hands folded and watch. the 
Slaughter of the innocents.”’ 

“What nation could we emulate to 
advantage?’ I asked. 

England Should Be Model. 

“England,” affirmed the prelate. 
“England is more truly patriotic than 
we are. England has less regard for 
money and more regard for human life.” 

“And what do you mean by saying 
that New York City is net great?’

A nation willing to acknowledge its 
shortsomings and willing to correct them. 
A people working together for the 
common good and net for individual ad- 
vancement.”’ 

And the bishop terminated the inter- 
view by signifying a quite ‘material’ 
and “individual” desire to join his wife 
and hostess in the dining room, where 
the well-bred clink of silver and china 
bere evidence that luncheqn was in 
progress.

CLEVELAND, O., July 10.—The Luth- 
eran Synod of Missouri and other states 
today decided to merge its identity with 
the German Lutheran: Synod, covering 
the United States, Canada and some for- 
eign countries, from whcih it separa- 
ted 28 years ago. Rules of services or 
synod meetings which brought about 
the separation have been rescinded. 

There are 600,000 people in the Ger- 
man synod and about 25,000 in the synod 
of Missouri, which includes Mississippi, 
North Carolina, Virginia, West Vir- 
ginia, Ohio, Pennsylvania, New York, 
Massachusetts, New Jersey, Michigan, 
lilinois,* Wisconsin Minnesota 
diana. 

The Missouri Bynea will partially 
maintain its identity by forming a sep- 
arate district of the German Synod. The 
present action is subject to ratification 
by a majority of the congregations in- 
terested. The doctrinal paper of the 
synod, which is its authoritative docu- 
ment, declares for complete separation 
of church and State in this connection, 
and criticizes the appointment of army, 
navy and congressional chaplains by the 
Federal Government.

Veteran’s Widow Bares Situa- 
tion When She Seeks Aid 
From Government. 
GAVE UP IDENTITY 
She Charges Marriage Certifi- 
cate Was Altered to Pro- 
tect Elopers. 


Mrs. Nancy Kinder of Granite City Is 
making a fight for a pension as the 
widow of Samuel Kinder, who was won 


/from her by her daughter, Sarah Mor- 


ley. Mrs. Kinder gave up her husband 
to her daughter and became a servant 
and nurse, caring for the child of her 
husband and her daughter, but she is 
unwilling that her daughter should de- 
prive her of the pension to which she 
considers her widowhood, not to speak 
of her sacrifice, entitles her. 

Mr. and Mrs. Kinder had been mar- 
ried 35 years when Kinder transferred 
his affections to his wife’s daughter by 
a former marriage. Sarah was 30 years 
old then. -The Kinders were living at 
Lebanon, [Ill., and Sarah was, living 
with them. One morning Mrs. inder 
awoke to find her husband and daugh- 
ter gone. 

They came back a year later, bringing 
a child with them. They said they had 
been living in St. Francis, Ark. They 
asked her to take them in and for the 
child’s sake and to avert a scandal she 
censented 

Consented to Be “Mra. Roberts.” 

Her husband suggested that she call 
herself Mrs. Roberts, and that she hold 
herself out to the neighbors as the 
housekeeper and the baby’s nurse. 

“T consented to this arrangement,” she 
says. ‘“‘My husband induced me to give 
him our marriage certificate. The next 
time I saw it my name had been erased 
and the name of-my daughter, Sarah 
Morley, had been written in its, place. 
That left me nothing to prove that Ii 
was the wife of Sam Kinder. I became 
Mrs. Roberts, and my daughter was 
known as Mrs. Kinder. 

‘IT remained with them a year, then 
came te Granite City to live with an- 
other daughter, Mrs. O'Neil. 

“Sam and Sarah moved to Ozark 
County, TDllfnois, near Bakersfield, and 
I never saw them again. I heard that 
six children came to them, Sam died 
July 31, 1904. 

Daughter Got Pension. : 

“A year and a half ago most of my 
savings were gone and I applied for a 
pension as Sam’s widow. He fought in 
the Civil War, and had suffered all his 
life from a wound. 

“A week ago R. W. Shoppel, a pen- 
sion atterney in Washington, wrote to 
me, saying that my daughter, Sarah, 
has been drawing the pension ag my 
husband’s widow.” 

Mrs. Kinder has placed her claim in 
the hands of J. J. Heyer, an East St. 
Louis pension examiner.

Dr. Scott Finds a Quick 


and Cheap Way to Cut 


Bandadges at a Big Saving Every 
Year. 


In spare moments Dr. ©. D. Scott, 
chief dispensary physician, has invent- 
ed a machine that will cut bandages 
and, incidenally, the expenses of his 
department. 


The machine, which will be put into 
operation next week, is being built un- 
der Dr. Scott's directions, from a mod- 
el] which he made of wood and scraps 
of iren collected around the old City 
Hall, 

At present the city pays about $150 
year for bandages used in the dispen- 
saries. Much of this expense is due to 
the necessity of having the bandages 


will shear bandages of various widths. 
These will then be sterilized by physi- 
clans at the dispensary during their 
Spare time. Nurses will operate the ma- 
chine so that there will be no additional 
expense for labor. 

It is a very simple mechanism that Dr. 
Scott has devised for his purpose. The 
cloth is wound on a rod, to which a 
crank for turning it is attached. As 
the cloth passes te the rod it runs 
across a very sharp, semicircular knife, 
so adjusted that the bandage may be 
made as wide or as narrow as is neces- 
sary.

In order to 
permit of this and of the increased dis- 
tance, it was necessary that the deed of 
gift be altered and this was done with 
the consent ef the donor, Charles J. 
Glidden, who will be on the tour. Be- 
sides the Glidden trophy, there are two 
others, each of which becomes the per- 
manent possession of its winner this 
year. First of these is the Hower tro- 
phy for runabouts, donated by F. B. 
Hower, chairman of the A. A: A. Con- 
test Board, and manager of the tour: 
this will be the third Hower trophy to 
be awarded. The ether prize is a new 
one offered under unusual circum- 
stances. It is a trephy for the minia- 
ture tonneau car making the best score, 
and is known as the Detroit Cup. In ap- 
preciation of the honor of having the 
tour start from their city, the members 
of the Detroit Board of Commerce 
agreed to donate a trophy to be compet- 
ed for by minigture tonneau cars. The 
Mayor and Common Council of the city 
got ahead of the merchants, however, 
and for the first time on record an ap- 
propriation from the city treasury was 
voted for a trophy, without the matter 
being ‘erred to a committee. The Cem- 
mon «..uncil veted $250 for the prize and 


4a committee, headed.by Mayor Breit- 


meyer, was appointed te make the pur- 
chase. The Mayor feund the sum insuf- 
ficient and added $250 from his private 
purse. 

The rules for 1909 are more strict than 
any former set and cars will be penal- 
ized in fractional marks for any work 
done on them. All the extra parts and 
tools carried will be listed, an observer 
will ride on each car, and there will 
be an inspection of the parts and tools 


at the finish and perhaps during the 


tour. The system of penalization has 
been admirably worked eut by tenths of 
a point, as to make it reasonably cer- 
tain that a winner will be evolved, and 
yet no car can be heavily penalized for 
repairs that are trivial and quite ordi- 
nary. The cars will be divided into five 
classes this year, as follows: 

Class A—Cars listed at $3751 and up- 
wards. 

Class B—Cars Bisted at $2451 to $3750 in- 
clusive. 

Class C—Cars listed at $1751 to $2450 in- 
clusive. 

Class D—Cars listed at $1000 to $1750 in- 
clusive. 

Class E—Cars listed at $999 and under. 

Cars competing for the Glidden trophy 
must consist of a regular touring chas- 
sis, mounted by a full touring body and 
carrying four passengers, or equivalent 
ballast. For the Hower trophy any reg- 
ular stock chassis, mounted by a run- 
about body carrying at least two per- 
sons may compete. Any stock chassis 
mounted by a miniature tonneau and 
carrying four persons, er the equivalent 
ballast, may compete fer the Detroit 
Cup. Each class of entrants will have 
different running schedules, but the pen- 
alties will be the same for all.

LONDON, July 10.—In police court 


teday Madarlal Dhinagri, the Indian 
student who shot and killed Lieutenant- 
Colonel Sir William Hutt Curson Wryl- 
lie at a public reception in the Impe- 
rial Institute July 1, declared he com- 


mitted the murder te avenge the murder 
ef 80,000,000 of his countrymen by En- 
glishmen in the last 60 years. In was 
the prisoner’s first declaration of his 
motive for the assassination. , 

Madarlal was committed to Old Balley 
Court for trial. The proceedings in po- 
lice court continued all day. The prose- 
cution placed before the Court docu- 
ments in the prisoner’s handwriting 
which indicated that the student had 
brooded long over tne wrongs he be- 
lieved had been inflicted on his coun- 
try by the English, and that the mur- 
der of Wyllie was premeditated. 

Justifies His Act. 

His own statement to the Ceurt was 
as follows: 

“I do not wish to say anything in 
defense of myself, but simply. to prove 
the justice of my deed. As for my- 
self, I do not think an English law 
court has any authority to arrest and 
detain me in prison or to pass on me 
& sentence of death. That is the reas- 
on why I have not employed coun- 
sel. I maintain that if it is patriotic 
for Englishmen to fight against the 
Germans, if they occupy this country, 
then it is much more justifiable and 
more patriotic in my case to fight 
against the English. 

“I ‘hold that the English people are 
responsible for the murder of 80,000,000 
of my countrymen during the last B&O 
years, and that they are also responsi- 
ble for the taking from India ef £150,- 
000,000 every year. I also hold that they 
are responsible for the hanging and 
deportation of my patriotic countrymen, 
who do just what the English here are 
advising their countrymen to do. 

“If the Germans have no right to oo- 
cupy this country, then the English 
have no right to occupy India, and it 
is perfectly justifiable on our part to 
kill any Englishman who is polluting 
our sacred land.” 

Asks Death Sentence. 
expressing surprise at the 
“hyprocrisy with which the English are 
posing as ampioens of the oppressed 
in the ‘Congo and in Russia,” Madarilal 
continued, “in case this ceuntry is oc- 
cupied by the Germans, and if an Eng- 
lishman, angered at seeing the Ger- 
mans walking about with the ftnsolence 
eof conquerors in the streets of London, 
kille one or two Germans and is up- 
held as a patriet, then certainly I am 
a patriet, toe, in working fer the 
emancipation of my metheriand. 

, “I make this statement not for the 
purpose of pleading for mercy. 

“I wish the English would sentence 
me to déath, for in that case the ven- 
geance of my countrymen will be all the 
keener. ; 

“I put ferward this statement to 
shew the justice ef my cause te the 
eutside world, especially to our sym- 
pathizers in America and Germany.” 


GERMANY ADVANCES TAX ON 
BEER, BRANDY AND TOBACCO 


Finance Reform Legislation Repre- 
sents Little of Government’s 
Original Proposals. 
BERLIN, July 10.-—The Reichstag 
finished the finance reform legisla- 
tion this evening. The various bills 
have been so remodeled and so many 
substitutions have been made that the 
completed legislation resembles but 
little the Government’s original pro- 

posals. 

The plan finally adopted consists 
of higher taxes on beer, tobacco and 
brandy, higher duties on coffee, ef- 
fervescent wines, cordials, and tea, 
The duty on tea has been quadrupled, 
The House also adopted a stamp tax 
on check stubs for the renewal of 
dividends and coupon sheets as well 
as a higher stamp tax on issues of 
new stocks and bonds, which will af- 
fect foreign securities, A tax on 
transfer of real estate was also adopt- 
ed with a provision providing that a 
bill be introduced by April 1, 1911 for 
taxing the unearned increment in 
land values.

life. In Roumania the drama is called 
“Manasse,”’ but for American purposes 
Mr. Leonard has chesen “New Lamps 
and Old” for the title. 

Mr. Leonard has made an admirable 
translation of the play, warmly com- 
mended by friends of its late author, 
Ronetti Roman, in Roumania, where 
this drama has scored an extraordinary 
triumph, being now firmly fixed in the 
repertory of the Roumanian national 
theaters. 

Story of the Play. 

In this play, as Mr. Leonard makes 
clear in an interesting synopsis of its 
story, Roman portrays a phase of Jew- 
ish life which is becoming more and 
more evident not only in Roumania, but 
all over the world. In the days when 
a Jew was not permitted to leave the 
Ghetto, to mingle socially with his fel- 
low citizens of ‘other faiths, it was a 
rare thing to hear of intermarriage.’ As 
the Jew becomes the social equal of 
his fellow citizens, and his children 
belong to the same clubs, meet in the 
same literary and social organizations, 
ic becomes more and more a problem. 
This gives Roman’s play that universal 
element which makes it &s interesting to 
us as to the Jews in Roumania. 

Three generations are represented in 
the play: Manasse, representing the old 
generation, to whom the traditions and 
faith of his ancestors are dear; Nisim, 
his son, banker, whe calls himself Co- 
hanovici instead of Cohen; Nisim’s chil- 
dren. If Nisim is not strongly attached 
to the old traditions it is because he 
wants to “do as the Remans do.” He 
accommodates himaelf te the conditions 
under which he lives. He tells his fa- 
ther that he goes to the temple and not 
to the synagogue because “‘ene cannot 
act differently than one’s neighbor.” 
Not so his children, Lelia and Lazar. 
They have grown away from their 
grandfather’s faith as a result of their 

‘udies and ‘‘Weltansehauung.” 

A Gentile Loves Jevwess, 

Lazar has a friend, Frunza by name, 
or Judge Frunza. Of course he is not 
a Jew (if he were he could net occupy 
such a position in the country where 
the events take place). Frunza has a 
sister, a school teacher. The four 
young persons give concerts together for 
the poor and in many other ways are 
brought into close centact. The result 
is not hard to guess. Frunza is in love 
with Lelia, the granddaughter of Ma- 
nasse, and she reciprocates his love. 
Lazar, her brother, loves Nathalie, the 
sister of Frunza. But the attachment 
between Lelia and Frunza makes the 
play. 

The first act brings Manasse to Buch- 
arest to visit his son Nisim. During 
a conversation he tells of the “ter- 
rible misfortune ef which every Jew 
may well beware” which happened to a 
friend of his in Falticheni, where he 
lives. The daughter of the man cloped 
with a Gentile. Before the curtain falls 
on this act we hear Frunza asking the 
consent ef Leila’s parents to marry her. 
The mother faints and the father says: 
“anything else with pleasure, Mr. Frun- 
za, only not that. It can not be,” 
The Jewish Fathet Appeals to His 

Daughter. 

The second act rises as the father is 
appealing to his daughter te forget her 
non-Jewish lover. He pleads, uses harsh 
words, almost prostrates himself before 
her, to give up the thought of marrying 
out of the fold. She is moved by his 
words, but cannot kill her love for 
Frunza. As arrangements have 
made between Nisim and Zelig Schor, a 
marriage broker, to betroth Leila to 
Emil. Horn, an. uncultured parvenue. 
Nisim implores his daughter to “show 
herself at least’ when he comes. She 
does not know that the engagement fs 
actually to take place that day. She 
promises to be present. Before the cur- 
tain goea down, Leila is engaged to 
Horn, whom she loathes. The wedding 
is to take place in six weeks at Horn’'s 
request, and Leila must go with her 
mother to Vienna to hastily prepare 
the trousseau. 

The third act takes place on the wed- 
ding day. 

‘The Story’s Dramatic Culmination.

Translator Leonard Roumanian Exile, 


O. Leonard, the St. Louis translator, 
was born in Roumania 28 years ago and 
came to this ceuntry in 1900, having 
been exiled from his native land for 
activity in the labor movement, obnox- 
ious to the Government. 


He studied English literature assid- 
uously, and, in 1906, became a member 
of the Post-Dispatch staff, also a spe- 
cial contributor to the Modern View, 
and. founded the Modern Drama Club. 
of which he was the leader fer three 
years, during which period he trans- 
lated a Fulda play and wrote an origina] 
one-act sketch for the club’s use. 


“As soon as I read ‘Manasse,’ ”’ says 
Mr. Leonard, “T felt that it would be a 
good play for the American stage. I 
feared, ‘ however, that I was not equal 
to the task’ of its translation into En-- 
glish, but about two .years ago I de- 
termined to try. I wrote to a young 
Roumanian author, whose stories I had 
translated for American publications, 
and asked him to tell Ronetti Roman, 
the play’s author, that I was capable. 

“The book was sent to me, and again 
I read it, and many times’ thereafter. 
But not until a year ago did I feel sure 
of myself as a translator. Then I teok 
up the work, and at once I felt its grip 
upon me. The fourth act, which is a 
masterpiece, was published fhere shortly 
after the death of Roman. The trans- 
lation was warmly praised by the Rou- 
manian paper te which Roman himself 


“The play has had a phenomenal 
success in Roumania, where it is still 
in the repertoire of the National The- 
ater, both in Bucharest and in Jassy. 
Carmen Sylva, the literature-loving 
Queen of Roumania, showed her ap- 
proval of the play by attending its per- 
formance. When Roman was received 
in audience by King Charlies the latter 
told him that he had heard much about 
his play, that the Queen had spoken ¢n- 
thusiastically concerning it. 

“This play of Roman's was the first 
written by a Jew of Reumania, and on 
a Jewish theme, to be presented in « 
Roumanian Natienal Theater. Roman 
was naturalized in recognition of his 
contribution to Roumanian literature. 
The greatest actors in that country 
deem it good fortune when they re- 
ceive oppertunity to play ‘Manasse, the 
title part.”

Julius Bischof, Discharged 
Meat Inspector, Gives Out 


Sworn Statement. 





REVOKED HIS ORDERS 





Says Meat He Condemned 
Was Passed by Inspectors 
Higher in Authority. 





Julias Bischof of Belleville, summarily 
dismissed as a Government meat in- 
spector yesterday gave out a& sworn 
statement which he says contains the 
gist of his testimony before Dr. A. 
P. Melvin, chief of the Bureau of 
Animal Industry, and George F. Mc- 


Cabe, solicitor of the Department 
of Agriculture, sent by Secretary Wil- 
son to East St. Louls to Investigate the 
camplaints made by James F’. Harms. 

In his letter Bischof makes much more 
serious charges against the meat inspec- 
tion service than those contained in the 
Harms letter of June 8, which caused 
the investigation and resulted in the dis- 
missal of Harms, 
Michael, a veterinary. 

Bischof says he began his career as 
@ meat inspector at Cincinnati, O., in 
September, 1906, where he found every- 
thing properly conducted. He says he 
was then sent to Alton, and there found 
that conditions in the packing plant 
were bad. He said that rats infested 
the coolers and gnawed through spare- 
ribs. He says he saw more rats in 
the coolers than he ever saw anywhere 
else in his life, but when he wanted to 
condemn the meat he was overruled by 
the official in charge of the inspection. 

Bischof said he was first told to go 
“easy,’’ and was later informed by the 
owner of the packing plant that -he 
would have him “fired” if he did not 
let up on the inspection. He said he 
began his service in the East St. Louis 
plants Jan. 25, 1906. 

Finds More Rats, 

Bischof says he first found 1600 pounds 
of beef fats in bad condition in one 
plant and condemned them, but they 
were released for oleomargarine stock. 
In February, following his transfer to 
East St. Louis, Bischof says he found 
rats in another company’s cooler, but 
his “U. S. Retained’’ tags were removed 
daily by inspectors higher in authority. 
About May 1, 1907, he says he con- 
demned 600 pounds of pickled hogs’ 
hearts, but the inspector higher In au- 
thority insisted on passing them for 
sausage. The lot, he says, was rejected 
after the foreman ofthe plant agreed 
with him that they were bad. 

He said he next held some beef, and 
was again overruled by the inspector in 
charge of the plant, but succeeded ia 
having it rejected after the other in- 
spectors on the floor agreed that it was 
unfit for food. In July, 1907, he says’ 
he condemned a part of a carload of 
frozen heart trimmings for being rancid, 
but they were released by the inspector 
in authority, and used for sausage, be- 
ing mixed with other meat. He says 
the foreman agreed with him that they 
were not fit for food, but he had to use 
them. , 

Bischof then tells about catching one 
packer sending a 


mings to another piant. He condemned 


| the trimmings, but says they were re- 


leased to the packer and made into 
sausage and sent out labeled “U. 8S. In- 
spected and passed.”’ 
Bischof says he was eautioned by a 
superior inspector to go slow, but he 
said he had a similar experience a day 
or two later when he condemned four 
or five bruised and blood clotted hams. 
The hams, he said, were trimmed and 
made into sausage. 
Another specific instance cited by 
Bischof occurred, he states, Oct. 28, 1907, 
when he tied up tables of sausage meats 
at one plant. He said the meat was in 
very bad condition, but the foreman of 
the packing room complained and called 
in the two superior inspectors to pass it 
over his head. He says the superinten- 
dent of the plant sustained him when 
he saw the real condition of the meat. 
Small Plants Better. 
Bischof says he was in a small pack- 
ing plant as inspector for some time and 
found conditions there much better than 
at some of the large plants. He had no 
trouble in getting his condemned stuff 
tanked at the small plant, he says. 

When I returned to the large plant, 
he says, I heard one of the employes 
say lookout Bischof is coming. 

He said he had been in the plant 
but a little while when he discov- 
ered parts of a diseased bull. He 
said he picked out parts of the ani- 
mal wherever he could find them 
and ordered them te the tank to be 
destroyed. They had all been mark- 
ed, U. 8S. Inspected and Passed. 
~The rules of the department, Bischof 
Says, require that all meats that come 
in contact with diseased meats shall 
be condemned, He says only the carcass 
of the bull wag destroyed, and all the 
other meat Wag released by an inspec- 
tor higher in authority. ( 

He says he traced the fats of the 
bull. to the vats and tuere found 23,000 
pounds ef bad stuff. His ‘‘retained”’ 
tags were removed from this, he says, 
by a superior inspector, and the fats 
were used for oleomargarine and stear- 
ine, 

He says the superintendents and 
foremen made a practice of sending for 
hig superiors and getting stuff re- 
leased that he had condemned for good 
and sufficient reasons.

Short Time Bonds and Notes, 
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During the week ended July 10 the 
Union Pacific established a new hi 
record for the last nine years. On sev- 
eral occasions lately it has been sailing 
around the 1% mark, but after it had 
passed these figures, slightly, the tide 
seemed to ebb, 
When the bull movement is 
launched it is confidently expected by 


its admirers that it will cross the 200 
mark. Union Pacific is now almost 100 
points. higher than its low mark in the 
panic days of ber, 1907. Those who 
purchased it outright then at, or about, 
par, and who have held it since, have 
not only received the regular 10 per cent 
dividend,~but the value of the stock 
itself has appreciated one hundred 
fold. h 

Even at 200; Union Pacific is com- 
paratively cheap. Reading, which pays 
only 4 per cent, is selling close to 160; 
Amalgamated Copper and Steel common 
Paying 2 per cent each, are selling at 
82 and 69 respectively; Missouri Pacific, 
which pays no dividend, is 73, and New 
York Central, a 5 per center, is quoted 
at 132, In addition to this, it is almost 
&@ certainty that Union Pacific will con- 
tinue its 10 per cent dividend, and there 
is a strong Probability that this may be 
increased to 12 per cent. 

In a majority of cases stocks have 
advanced to the high prices of 1906, and 
although predictions are freely made 
that the end of the boom in securities is 
not yet in sight, a large number of 
well-informed people think that present 
prices. cannot be maintained, and that 
@ break is due. 

The immediate future of the market, 
largely, if not entirely, depends on the 
grain crops. This is especially true of 
corn and oats, because the wheat crop 
is practically safe. 

The general opinion seems to be that 
this will be the banner year for cereals, 
but if this opinion is not justified by 
,events, and King Corn is dethroned by 
bad weather, there will be bear raids 
on the market of considerable magni-. 
tude, ' 

The fall, if it shoulda come, will be 
the greater and harder, because the 
present position of the stock market is 
much higher than it was 21 months ago. 
Caution, therefore, is much to be de- 
sired in making investments under 
existing circumstances. : 

Outlook Still Favorable, 
Notwithstanding these danger lights, 
the outlook all around Is distinctly fa- 
vorable. Business is steadily’ improv- 
ing, railroad earnings continue to show 
satisfactory gains, and money is plenti- 
ful and cheap. 

When the tariff question is removed 
from the arena of Politics, a most dis- 
turbing factor will have been eliminated 
from the commercial prospect. 

During the past week nothing devel- 
oped to materially alter the . general 
situation. Gold haz gone to Europe and 
to South America, but not in sufficient 
volume to be a depressing factor. With 
the balance of trade largely in our fa- 
vor, the yellow metal is botind to return 
to us at the proper time. 

The big interests evidently favor the 
bull side yet, but for the last week or 
ten days the market has been unusually 
dull, and operations for either side have 
been of a comparatively negative char- 
acter. Bear attacks have failed to dis- 
lodge any important holdings, and the 
position of the market is technically 
stronger than it was two weeks ago. 
The fact, that there are few stocks for 
sale is an encouraging sign for the bull 
element. 
Atchison a Feature. 

A feature of the market during the 
midweek was the strength displayed by 
Atchison. It established a new high reac. 
ord for the last nine years, and this was 
fully justified by the earnings of the 
company. 

Estimating the earnings of the last 
month of its fiscal year—which is July— 
at as much as those of May, the earn- 
ings for the 12 months will reach the 
grand total ef $33,600,633, which will be 
the largest in the history of the corpor- 
ation. This will be about-a million dol- 
lars in excess of its banner year, 1906. 
1907. The 6 per cent dividend wij] not 
oily be earned, but a tremendous sum 
will be added to its surplus account. 
This makes the prospect of the Atchison 
very brighf, and it would not be at all 
surprising to see its 6 per cent dividena 
of former day: restored.

Half the pitcher’s battle is in fright- 
ening batters, if he can, away from the 
plate. So on the next throw he is 
likely to send a swift shoot straight 
at the batter’s head, to teach him 
better manners. But this wag just 
what the batter wanted, for he now 
has the advantage of two balls as 
against one, strike, the first ball 
thrown having probably been “good.” 

At this point it begins to dawn 
upon the pitcher that his opponent 
has been “working” him, and one of 
two things happens. If the pitcher 
has iron nerves he steadies down and 
throws balls at which the batter has 
to strike or else be counted out, But 
if the slabman is excitable he is like- 
ly to “go ballooning,” which means 
that he loses con of the direction 
of his throws, | 

To discover which mood the pitcher 
is in, the.batter awaits the next 
pitch, eruched close to the plate to 
worry his,enemy, but with no inten- 


tion of hitting at the ball. If it goes 
wild the batter again waits, and 


three times out of four is privileged 


to trot down to first, flinging tri- 
umphant sarcasm as he goes, at the 
victimized and exasperated pitcher. 

But if the batter finds, instead, that 
the pitcher has mastered his excite- 
ment and will probably so control 
his throws as to put him out on 
“strikes” if he stands idle, he has 
still another maneuver up his sleeve. 
This is the “bunt,” against which 
Président Taft recently inveighed as 
unsportsmanlike.

To bunt, the batter holds the bat 
loosely in his hands, grasping it near 
the middle, and places it in the path 
of the ball.

(4 UN WING,” the Memphis 
W small boys had dubbed 
him, not because he was 
suspected of Chinese sympathies or 
descent, but for the reason that he 
had lost a wing as a result of the gun- 
shot wound which led to his capture. 
Later he was turned loose in “Court 
Square,” a prett, little centrally lo- 
cated park at Memphis, Tenn. 
“Wun Wing” was a big blue crane. 
Blue cranes, with or without the full 
quota of wings, are interesting crea- 


.tures to observe, but Wun Wing had 


a pecyliarity unique in cranedom. 
While the rest of the world—bird, 
man or animal—seems to regard the 
busy little English spurrow as a pest, 
Wun Wing looked upon tucm as a 
great delicacy.. He ate them—ate ‘em 
alive, at that! 

While this performanc. certainly 
was surprising—and led to recogni- 
tion of Wun Wing as the unofficial 
sparrow exterminator of Memphis— 
the manner in which . e captured the 
birds and prepared them for eating 
was even more interesting. Owing 
to his erippled conditicn Wun Wing 
suffered a great handicap. It is 
doubtful if he could have captured 
one of the lively little sparrows in a 
fair chase under t.. mosi [favorable 
circumstances, but with one wing 
gone that was entirely out‘of the 
question. So the crane resorted to 
strategy.

These are the things that 
give him the magnificent physique he 
brings to the navy, 

Naval recruits who have been 
brought up in the cities and large 
towns, particularly in the East, have 
been shown to be much inferior to 
the Western prairie boy in heighr, 
in breadth of s:.:oulaer and depth o2f 
lungs, and in heart action. In a word, 
the prairie sailor is as near physical 
perfection as it is possible to be, 
while the city boy, although he may 
be acceptable in the navy when there 
is urgent need of men, falls short of 
that high physical standard now de- 
manded of our sailors. 


The United States Navy is now 
accepting for service aboard its bat- 
tleships only the very best material 
to turn into the finest seamen in the 
world. The Secretary of the Navy 
has issued instructions to the officers 
in command of recruiting stations to 
accept only those applicants who are 
at the very top of their class, and 
who fulfill exactly the strict require- 
menis of the service. 

Time was, whenithe navy needed 
men badly and the service was not 
as attractive to young men as it is 
now, that recruiting officers slurred 
over many glaring defects in appli- 


cants and sent them into thé navy. 
Nowadays no young fellow «een to 
get into a ..ack college rowing crew, 
or football eleven or baseball team, 
is inspected as carefully physically 
as the lad who applies for enlistment 
in the navy. 

Not only must the naval recruit 
be sound physically but he must be 
keen mentally, and (as far as the re- 
cruiting officers can ascertain) clean 
morally. 

2 . * 

The navy is now within 200 men of 
being filled to the number allowed by 
law, and as a result the recruiting 
officers reject 99 out of 100 men who 
apply for enlistment. They are after 
top quality now, and they get it no- 
where better than in the prairie 
states. 

The navy, during its recent era- 
making voyage around the world, 
carried an almost unbelievable num- 
ber of prairie sailors aboard the 
ships, and they made a ‘record for 
themselves in every uxarbor into 
which they sailed that will redound 
to the credit of the American ‘navy 
not only for seamanship, but for 
manliness, sobriety and real Ameri- 
canism in every phase. 

When the navy is full recruiting 
will not stop. The Missouri stations 
will continue to enlist men to taae 
the place of thcse discharged at the 
end of their terms of enlistment. 

“The American navy today is a 
career for ambitious young men be- 
tween the ages of 17 und £5 years,” 
said Lieutenant Commander Edward 
H. Watson, U.S. N., a son of Admiral 
Watson, retired. M*%. Watson is in 
charge of the U. S. Naval Recruiting 
Station in St. Louis. 

“After a farm boy has spent four 
years in the navy he can obtain his 
discharge and take with him $1000 
of his pay. It is doubtful if he could 
save $250 a year in any line of or- 
dinary duty ashore. Certainly he 
could not and at the same time re-

“Let us see what a farm boy can do 
during one term of enlistment. Sup- 
pose he enlists -t the age of 17.

“He is enlisted as an apprentice 
seaman and goes to the training 
school on Yerba Buena Island in ine 
Bay of San Francisco, a most modern 
establishment, where he learns the 
rudiments of. his trace. Right. tnen 
he is earning $17.60 a month, and is 
given an outfit worth $60 and a ra- 
tion allowance of $9 « month. 

“Here he learns a habit that sticks 
to him for .ife, that is, the daily 
bath habit. He is made to take a 
tub every aay. The ship he is to be 
on is so clean that he must keep clean 
also. If at the end of five months 
he proves to be handy, can pull an 
oar and knows what a sailor is he is 
made an ordinary seaman and his 
pay is raised to $20.40 with the ra- 
tion allowance, his board and medical 
attendance free. 


“He is then transferred to some 
cruising ship and becomes a mem er 
of some division. In the division he 
is assigned to a gun crew and a boat. 

“After a year’s training he becomes 
a seaman and his pay is advanced 
to $27 a month and the usual allow- 
ances. If at the end of 12 months 
he has proved himself to be trust- 
worthy, energetic and efficient he 
may become @ petty officer with pay 
up to $33 a month, such as a quarter- 
master, electrician, gunner’s mate, 
boatswain’s mate or coxswain. He is 
now in the third class. 

“In 12 months more he can advance 
another step and get nto the second 
class. He is advancing in his educa- 
tion as a sailor all the time, and at

eration, and that Thomas Posey, the 
last Governor of Indiana Territory 
owhed slaves, is known to few. But 
such is the case. and the records in 
the office of George W. Stoner, Re- 
corder of Clark County, Ind., show 
it to be. For some reason, so far as 
can be learned, no reference is made 
in the great amount written about 
Gov. Posey to the fact that he was 
a slave owner and that while living 
at what is now the coriier of Fort 
and Front streets, Jeffersonville. 

Through an accident a place was 
found in one of the old records at 
the Courthouse at Jeffersonville 
where it was shown Gov. Posey eman- 
cipated three slaves as late as 1816, 
that being his last year in office, his 
retirement being in Wovember. He 
was succeeded by Jonathan Jen 
nings, who was the first Governor of 
Indiana after it had become a State. 
Gov. Posey served as Territorial Gov- 
ernor from 1813 to November, 1816. 
The capital of the Territory was at 
Corydon, but Gov. Posey was in bad 
health, and besides this he did not 
like the town. For that reason he se- 
cured permission to reside in Jeffer- 
sonville, and through this fact that 
city has frequently been referred to 
as the former capital of Indiana. It 
never was and was only the tempo- 
rary residence of one of its territorial 
governors. 

The ground where the home of Gov. 
Posey was during his stay in neal 
sonville is now occupied by the rést- 
dences of William H., Foster and 
Thomas W. Perry, the latter being 
City Treasurer. 
“ In Record No. 9, and well toward 
its end, are three instruments in writ- 
ing that were executed by Gov. Posey, 
each emancipating a slave, The first 
is dated May 25, 1816, and in part is 
as follows: : 





“Know all men by these presents 
that I, Thomas Posey of Jefferson- 
ville, Indiana Territory, considering 
that perpetual and involuntary slav- 
ery is contrary to right and justice, 
do by these presents, ‘imancipate’ and 
set free my man of colour named 
Charles, aged about 35 years, raised 
by the said Thomas Posey and sold 
to John Posey, but lately purchased 
again from him, declare that he is in 
every respect as free as if he had 
been born so. 

“In witness whereof § have set 
my hand and seal this the twenty- 
fifth day of May, in the year of our 
Lord, one thousand eight hundred 
and sixteen. 

“THOMAS POSEY.” 

The writing was ac*nowledged be- 
fore Walter Taylor, a County Judge. 

Following the above is an agree- 
ment that is signed, through a mark, 
by the man*Charles. This sets forth 
that in consideration of a horse, cow 
and calf and 20 acres of land and for 
the additional consideration of $1 in 
hand paid and his unconditional free- 
dom, the man VCharles is to work for 
Thomas Posey for the term of 10 
years. It is agreed that he is not to 
absent himself from his duties with- 
out permission and that he is to give 
all of his time to his former master 
for 10 years. Under the conditions 
of the writing, Gov. Posey agreed to 
feed, clothe and in every way take 
care of les, who at the end of 
10 years Was to be absolutely free, 
‘but at his death the land was to re- 
vert to Gov. Posey, his heirs or as-

dated June 1, 1816, and emancipates a 
slave known as Isham, who’ at the 
time was about 35 years old. He was 
sto have a horse, cow and calf and the 
use of 20 acres of land for life dfter 
serving Gov. Posey for 10 years. The 
restrictions were pr? tically the same 
as those imposed on Charles . and 
Betty, but somewhat more binding, in 


reality making Isham the slave of 
Gov. Posey under another name.

Won't the company and all who have 
taken advantage of this offer profit 
by supplying that enormons demand? 
Won’t that beat all the poultry journal 
advertising that was ever done? Well, 
the agents guess yes,” 

“And now, Mrs. Jones, you say you 
haven’t the money at hand to buy 
some of these wonderful eggs. But I 
want you to have some, to be able to 
say to your neighbors that sold to 
Mrs. Jones. They have been asking 
all along the road: ‘Have you sold 
Mrs. Jones? She’s the best chicken 
raiser in the country.’ 

“I see you have a lar.e number of 
eggs there just ready to send to mar- 
ket. Our e are worth $4 for a 
setting of 12. I'll exchange a limited 
number of them for your commofi do- 
mestic eggs at the rate of 12 dozen 
of yours for each setting of ours. I 
can do this because we have sold 
sO many of our eggs in the last two 
days that we have room for yours, 
and we'll take them right on into 
town and sell them before we receive 
a new consignment of our own.
